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History is not strildog nor very inte 
portant but such as it is, it ought to 
be preserved. Hamilin's Gore, somu- 
times trronpously called Hamlin’s 
Grant, was on irregular shaped pleoy 
of land, bounded on the east by Mil- 
fon Plantation, wn the north by 
Bethel, on thy weet by Greenwood, 
on the soul by Woodstock, As gure 
veyed in J419 by David Noyes, esq. 
of Norway, it had the following: di- 
mentions: on Milton Plantation Ine 
AAS rxlst on Bethel Une 096 rode: 
on Grevewood 24 and on Woodstock 
B88 rods. About ninedenths of the 
North Aides River Pond is withia 
this terrkory, the south west comer 
belig in the pond. 

‘Thls strip of land properly belong: 
ed to the Grant to Dummer Cian.) 
Academy, the west halt of Wood- 
stock having been gednted tg the 
academy by the General Court of 
Miseavhustis, but when the hatt 
township was surveyed by Alexander 
Greenwesd, he fixed the north Jing 
by spotted treca which he fuppasedt
